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SUBWAY. IS A NECESSITY. 


Says Surface Lines Should Take Care 
of the Short Hauis. 


“Chicago will have a population of from 
6,000,000 to 10,000,000 in twenty years.“ 

This was the prediction made yesterday at 
the weekly luncheon of the Cook county real 
estate board by Bernard W. Snow, chairman 
of the city council finance committee: There 
is only one thing to prevent this growth, ac- 
cording to the speaker, and that isthe lack of 
a comprehensive traction system. 

„Transportation was his toplo, and he 
maintained that among essentials toa proper 
solution of the question is to have the sur- 
face lines take care of the short hauls, where 
high speed is not necessary, and that all 
should connect with a subway or elevated 
road system where long distance rides at high 
speed can be secured. 


Gives Idea for Subway Flan. 


The\ subway, he declared, must be con- 
structed with the idea of distributing pas- 
sengers not only into the loop district but 
also from points outside the center in one 
Givision of the city to similar locations in 
other parts of the municipality. He asserted 
that a great mistake would be made if the 
subway system ie to be designed with the 
sole idea of relieving congestion in the down- 
town center. This, he declared, would be 
only a makeehift and temporary relief. 


Would Make Roads Change Schedule. 


As to the claim of the roads that they 


cannot afford to carry passengers from one 
ng part of the city to another for 5 
cents, and that there is a limit to the amount 
of transportation to be furnished for this 
money, he declared that the most effective 
relief would be to compel the roads to revise 
their schedules something like this: The 
Northwestern elevated to carry passengers 
as far south as Twenty-éecond street for 5 
Cents; the south side road for the same 
amount to Chicago avenue on the north, and 
the Metropolitan and Oak Park, or Lake 
street, roads to either of these points.

Too Many Whereases“ and

DECRIES SPEED IN TRIAIA. 


Lack of Cross Exsmination Would 
Make Perjury Popular. 


State’s Attorney Wayman is going to 
pon a bill before the next legislature 

for the shortening of the present intricate 
forms of criminal indictments, which he 


a@eserts are so complicated that criminals 


often go unpunished, because of thejr faulty 
drafting. 

In a talk before the Southern club of Chi- 
cago, 118 Dear street; last evening the 
prosecutor called the intérminable ‘“‘ where- 


pases and “ aforesaide’’ of the simplest of 


indictments nonsensical. He said 
95 egg States Attorney Thomas 
Y „ bill making an 
‘short and simple, like 
the system used in Massachusetts. 

Mr. Wayman decried the popular demand 
for laws that would make for speedier trials 
ef accused persons. ! 

We even hear some say that the old estab- 
lished writ of habeas corpus should be abol- 
ished and speedier action in convicting crim- 
mals is demanded everywhere,“ he said. 

‘Cannot Eliminate Grand Jury. 

“TI think I can show you that it would be 
unwise to enact any ‘laws of this sort. We 
might save time by eliminating the grand 
jury. That would not do, for the grand jury 


i the greatest engine for the discovery of 


truth there is. A man might be brought into 
my Office and laugh at me when questioned, 
but when he is under the scrutiny of twenty- 
three pairs of eyes it is a different proposi- 
tion. 

“Then we might send the defendant to trial 
the day after he is indicted, but we Anglo- 
Saxons would not deprive the accused oftime 
to prepare his defense. Now we come to 
the point/ of delay which causes more censure 
than anything else. That is the time con- 
sumed in getting a jury. 

That is not the law’s fault, but the peo- 
ple themselves. Those who cry out the 
loudest at the delay are the persons who 
have a hotror of sitting on a jury. So they 
lie and tie up the court by the simple state- 
ment that they have already formed an opin- 
ion. 

No Cross Examination? Then Perjury. 

“@hould the cross examination be dis- 
pensed with? Then we would make perjury 
popular. Then we come. to the lawyers’ 
arguments. We need no law to shorten 
them, for the judge now can limit arguments 
to any length of time he sees fit. 

“There is one more way to shorten the 
procedure—that would be to deny the de- 
fendant the right of appeal. That would not 
be justice, As it is, innocent men occasion- 
ally are sent to the penitentiary. 

But we can shorten these old forms of 
common law indictments. You may not 
know it, but it is almost a legal impossibil- 
ity. to draw up indictments for forgery and 
os ry which will withstand the searching 

alias of the courte... The introduction of a 
ranch that would set forth the charge in a 
‘few simple words would cause the people to 
say Ullinols legal’ procedure had advanced 
a thousand years.”

Thus, Roumania 
exists today as a state not only because of the 
strength of spirit of her own people but be- 
cause neither Russia nor Austria has been will- 
ing to see the two principalities become the 


‘exclusive property of the other, and because 


neither was willing to have the Turk so close a 
neighbor. This is not to be considered as in 
any way detracting from the virility of the 
Roumanian as a fighter. He proved this at 
Plevna. . 


Nobility Wiped Out. 


But what has interested me most in this con- 
versation has been the straightening out of the 
system, or rather lack of system, in the Rou- 
Manian nobility. It seems that in the true 
senge of the word there is not and never was 
a Roum n nobility, not even a Roumanian 
prince. The titles of the ancient rulers of the 
so-called principalities of Roumania were sim- 
ply “ governors,” at one time obtaining their 
position through conquest, at another time nom- 
inated by this or that power. Their sons were 


Spoken of as a similar son was spoken of among 


the Turks—i, e.; as the son of Gov. So-and-So. 
Abroad, for example in Paris, the sons were by 
courtesy called princes. And as time went on 
there came into existence many families with 
high sounding titles. 

In 1866, during Cuza’s reign, in thé consti- 
tution of that year, is this: “There exists no 
difference in classes whatever in Roumania.” 
With this the old nobility, the so-called boiars, 
ceased absolutely to exist. Since then there 
has been no distinction between peasant and 
boiar. Even before that time the distinction 
Was not one of patents of nobility or lack of 
them, but rather a distinction between rich, 
owning estates, and peasants, living on these 
estates in a condition of setfdom and having 
no in nt existence apart from the land. 
When the estates changed hands the serfs hed 
new masters. : 

Many of the so-called nobility of the early 
part of the century were descendants, in either 
pure or mixed form, of the Greek phanariots, 
so called because they came from a. suburb, 
Phanar, of Constantinople, where they lived 
under Turkish rule as scribes and interpreters, 
it being contrary to the creed for ‘Turkish 
rulers to know a language other than their own.

With regard to the fire at Athens, considerable con- 
fusion haa prevailed as to Which palace it was that 
uad been destroyed by the flames, many of tha dis- 
patches ftom Athens intimating that it was King 

Tee's suburban home at Tatol that had been 
‘purned den. This was got the case. The palace 
which caught are Was that bullt seventy-six years 
Aso by Bavarian born King Otho of Greece, on the 
proclamation of Athens as the capital of the newly 
created kingdom. It was bullt on the so-called Square 
of the Constitution, with a western outlook on to the 
broad and handsome boulevard known as the Hermes 
street. Built ot marble, according to Bavarian rather 
than Hellenſe designs, it always looked cold, un- 
homelike, and uncomfortable. None of the royal fam- 
ily was fond of it, and the king and the queen lived 
as much as possible at their place at Tatol, only 
utiliding. the palace at Athens for ‘state éntertain- 
ments, audfénces, etc. While the archives were saved, 
the beautiful palace chapel was completely destroyed, 
while many people will regard it as ominous that 
among the first things to pérish in the flames were the 
throne and the throneroom. 

While on the subject of palaces, I may mention that 
the car has given orders for the destruction of his 
palace at Livadia and the erection on ite site of a 
new palace, at a cost of a million dollars, which is 
to be completed within two years at the latest, and to 
be constructed of the so-called Balaklava stone, which 
when polished gives exquisite amberiike effects.

In 1362 
the Russian court architect, Monighetti, subjected the 
palace to many alterations on Its adquisition by the 
jaté Empress Marie. He left the fagade, but added 
palustrades, vases, and caryatides, also an immense 
balcony rutining along one side of the palace, and 4 
score or more of additional buildings. 

His mastetplece, however, was the chapel, which, 
purely Byzantine in arrangement and decoration, con- 
tains some priceless frescoes. The mosaics around 
the beautiful altar are particularly fine, while before 
the white marble altar screen there stands on a pedes- 
tal of Crimean porphyry @ white marble cross, pre- 
sented to Alexander II. by the workmen of Livadia in 
token of their gratitude for the emancipation of the 
setts.
